The 
American 
farmer has learned too much. The result may be that the 
Influx into the towns and cities will continue until there ar 
not enough farmers to produce enough for the others toveat, 
at which time the price of country produce will go to ne\* 
heights and farming will be on a profitable plain. 
There is not more than enough 
how 
produced. The 
trouble is not in production but in distribution. We have her 
thousands of choice watermelons which are going to waste! 
and at the same time children in tl\e cities cannot get even j 
a small slice. We have other products which are going to! 
waste, not because there is no demand but because there is! 
no satisfactory method of getting them to the right place. I 
is purely a problem of distribution. 
Already some farmer copoerative associations are solving) 
the problems to a certain extent. These will do more and] 
more, and it is to such organizations that the world may look j 
for relief. The produce on one farm cannot be shipped but! 
that on a score of farms can be. Combination and cooperate 
j 
are as essential on the farm as in the cities. It is not so mud j 
a matter of politics as it is the handling of things on a business j 
like basis. 
We do not blame any farmer for leaving the farm if he 
can 'do better in towns. We do not blame any farmer for: 
wanting to give his children all the advantages that any other* 
man’s children have. But if too many rush to the cities, there! 
will not be jobs to go around. Would it not be better to start] 
the cooperation at home, start combinations with neighbors* 
and sell the produce which has heretofore been going to | 
waste at a fair profit? It it cannot be sold locally, then ship 
it to other places. 
The city people are willing to cooperate, but after all a 
farming problem will be solved by the farmers.
